T have the honour to acquaint you, for the infor- 
mation of his. Excellency the Lord I.jeutenant, that 
previous to my leaving Cafticbar, on Saturday the 22d 
infant, I had ordered Lord Porrartinaton, with 
the regiment under his command, forty .of the 24th 
light dragoons, Captain O’Hara’s, Captain Wrmn’s, 


me at Ballina, at ten o’clock on Sunday morning, from 
Sligo. I alfo ordered the Armagh militia, confilting 
of above three hundred men, under Major Acnzson, 
to proceed from -Foxford, and co-operate with me ut 
the fame hour. I marched with the Roxburgh light 
dragoons, 300 of the Downbhire, the Kerry regiment, 
the Prince of Wales’s fehcibles, and two curricle guns, 
with the ‘T'rawley cavalty, by the Barbague road, and 
ordered Colonel Fraser, with three hundred of his 
regithent, to march from Newport, where I had de- 
tached him on Friday, in order, if pofible, to cut off 
the retreat of the rebels. The forces under Lord Por- 
TartincTONn had been frequently attacked on their 
march; and Major Acusson was attacked by a large 
body of rebels at Foxford.. On every occafion they 
have-been difperfed with flaughter. 

On my arrival at Balling, I found that the town had 
been evacuated by the rebels, and was occupied by; the 
forces under Lord. Poktaktincrox. 1 immediately 
marched, without haltiog, for this place. At about 
two miles from the tow# our advanced guard was fired 
upon by that of the rebels. Finding that ‘Ballina was 
in our poffeflion, and hearing that the rebels had re- 
treated to Killala, I ordeted the Kerry regiment of 
militia, with the detachment of the 24th light dragoons, 
the Trawley, and Captain Wynw2’s corps of yeomaary 
cavalry, to proceed by a forced march to Killala by 
Rappa, which they performed with zeal and difpatch, 
as they entered the town at one end, as our advanced 
guard entered it.on the other, and maintained a quick 
and well direéted fire on the rebels, who fled in all di- 
rections. } 

. The officers and men under my command behaved 


indebted to their exertions. I derived much advantage 
from fifty men of the Downthire regiment of militia, 
trained by Major Marruews as fharp ‘thooters, and 
who, under his command, witha party of the Rox- 
burgh light dragoons, formed my advanced guard. To 
Lieutenant Colonel Extior, who, with forty of the 
Roxburgh, charged through the town, I feel much in- 
debted. I muft alfo beg leave to mention, in a par- 
ticular manner, the afhiftance which I derived from Mr 
Ormssy, of Gortnoraby, who by his accurate know- 
ledge of the country, through which I’ paffed, and its 
inhabitants, was of the greateft fervice.
